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Reply to Office Action of 04 Nov. 2002 

REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action of November 4, 2002. In the Office Action, the 
Examiner rejected claims 1-10. However, the Examiner rejected claims 3-6 and 10, indicating 
that they would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 and 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 7 and 10 have been rewritten and are believed allowable. Claims 3-6 
and 10 have been amended to overcome the rejections under section 1 12. 

The Examiner rejected claims 1 and 7-9 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as anticipated by 
Francesco. In that rejection, the Examiner comments that Francesco discloses a toggle bolt 
device that includes an elongated body 41, a shaft extending through the body, plural locking 
members 24 that are attached to the shaft and are movable to extend outwardly upon rotation of 
the shaft and a nut that is connected to the body at a threaded portion of the body. 

Claim 1 has been amended to point out that each of the locking members varies in 
thickness. This variable thickness can be seen in figures 4, 4A, 5, 7 and 8. Francesco does not 
show such a variable thickness pin. In Francesco, the pins 24 are shown in figures 1, 3 and 4 as 
being of substantially the same cross section throughout. 

Reconsideration and Notice of Allowance is respectfully requested.
